Bank siege sewn up with 
arrest of two Luton men 


TWO men from Luton were 
arrested after a three-and-a-half- 
hour bank siege in Watford on 
Thursday. 

Bomb disposal experts were 
called to the Co-operative bank 
in the Hertfordshire town to 
assist dozens of police on the 
scene. 

An explosive device recovered 
was not ‘viable’ according to 
Hertfordshire Constabulary, 
meaning it was highly unlikely to 
have exploded. 

The two men, both 23, have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
conspiracy to steal. The man who 


was arrested at the scene is a 
Co-op bank worker. The other, 
arrested at his Luton home on 
Thursday night, is unemployed. 

In a statement Chief Inspector 
Mike Pryce said: “We now move 
into a stage where a full 
investigation will be required. 
This will be led by Bedfordshire 
and Hertfordshire Major Crime 
Unit.” 

Herts Detective Superintendent 
Michael Hanlon said: “We would 
like to reassure the public that 
there is no suggestion at all that 
this was linked in anyway to 
terrorist activity.” 


Anger over second wife 
led to bomb hoax alert

A MOTHER-OF-FOUR who told police her 
husband’s second wife was carrying a bomb 
into Heathrow Airport was simply ‘making 
mischief’, a court has heard. 

Salma Nasir, 42, of Chaul End Village, 
Caddington, also told officers she believed the 
woman, known only as Camille, had been 
involved in the London 7/7 bombings after 
claiming she had received a string of anony¬ 
mous phone calls. 

However, District Judge Carolyn Mellanby 
told the mother during her trial at Bedford 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday that she had 
been ‘causing mischief’ after discovering her 
husband had taken his long-time mistress as 


a second wife, which is permitted under 
Islamic Law. 

Mrs Nasir - who has four sons aged between 
nine and 22 and completed a masters degree 
last year - moved to England after marrying 
her husband Dr Mohammed Nasir, an anaes¬ 
thetist at Luton & Dunstable Hospital, 25 years 
ago despite her family’s disapproval. 

She pleaded not guilty to making the hoax 
call, which did not result in any delays to flight 
son June 26 last year. 

Mrs Nasir called the police just after 10.30am 
claiming she had received a number of calls 
from an unknown man the previous day telling 
her Camille was planning to take a bomb onto 
a flight from Heathrow at 9.50pm that day. 

However, in her defence Mrs Nasir claimed 
her husband had divorced Camille on the 
same evening as she received the calls. 


Mrs Nasir told the court that under Islamic 
Law if someone says they ‘divorce’ you three 
times, you are no longer married, and she pro¬ 
duced a scrap of paper signed by her husband 
saying ‘I divorce, divorce, divorce Camille’. 

She said: “All night I couldn’t sleep because I 
didn’t know whether to ring or not. Then I 
decided to ring because about 400 lives could 
be in danger. 

“I’m not stupid. I knew what I needed to do to 
save these passengers. That is my only inten¬ 
tion. 

“They told me on the phone she was involved 
in the London bus bombings. 

“I love my husband. I did not think of her 
because she was out of my life. He had 
divorced her.” 

However, prosecutor Jim Davis put to the 
court that Mrs Nasir had in fact just found the 


flight tickets for Dr Nasir and Camille’s trip, 
after her husband had told her he was making 
a solo business visit to Lrance, and out of anger 
had made the call. 

He said: “This is in effect a lady trying to 
make trouble. Her motive would be that her 
husband has taken a second wife. This was a 
hoax.” 

District Judge Mellanby found Mrs Nasir guilty 
and ordered her to pay £965 in costs and fines. 

She said: “I don’t believe you Mrs Nasir. I am 
certain that day you were out to cause mis¬ 
chief. 

“You certainly have a motive. You’re an intel¬ 
ligent woman. I am at a loss to believe your 
story I am sure you regret it now.” 

Luton on Sunday visited Dr Nasir at the fami¬ 
ly home. Dr Nasir said: “We don’t want to com¬ 
ment. It’s a very personal matter.”

Cops too‘stretched’ 
to deal with Hatters 
fans arrest inquiries 

POLICE still cannot confirm how many of 
the eight arrests made at Luton Town play¬ 
off final last month were Hatters fans. 

At the match against AFC Wimbledon, 
which Luton Town lost on penalties, Greater 
Manchester Police arrested eight people for 
a variety of different reasons. 

There were arrests for public order 
offences, being drunk and disorderly and 
criminal damage. Some were given on-the- 
spot fines, and one was bailed pending 
further investigations. 

But on Friday the Manchester force were 
still unable to say how many were Luton 
fans, with the exception of one, because 
their media relations officer were too 
‘stretched’ to deal with it. 

Last week a Greater Manchester Police 
spokeswoman said: “There were eight arrests 
from a mixture of both sets of fans, but we 
don’t know how it exactly breaks down. 

“One of the criminal damage arrests was a 
Luton Town fan. We know that because the 
officer saw them come out of their end. 
Most of them were dealt with by a fixed 
penalty notice, one was bailed. 

“We (the media relations office) are extreme¬ 
ly stretched. The officer I need to speak to is 
not in and another has kindly dealt with it but 
he is not going to be able to deal with the exact 
figures and break it down. We just simply don’t 
know which fans were arrested.” 

When we followed up our inquiry this 
week, a force spokesman on Friday added: 
“To be honest it is just me in the office and I 
have got a lot of things to do and I don’t 
know where to start for this.” 

Luton on Sunday made attempts to con¬ 
tact Hatters’ chief executive Gary Sweet but 
he did not return our calls.

MEP speaks 

LUTON’S Euro MP has spoken out 
in defence of‘great British cucum¬ 
bers’ after the outbreak of the 
deadly E. coli bacteria across the 
continent. 

Richard Howitt MEP is con¬ 
cerned sales of locally-grown 
salad goods could be hit unneces¬ 
sarily after the Health Protection 
Agency urged people to wash 
their salad as it was confirmed 
seven people in the UK had been 
infected. So far 17 people have 
died in Germany. Bedfordshire 
helps the East of England region to 
produce around 80 million cucum¬ 
bers a year, according to the 
Cucumber Growers Association. 

Mr Howitt said: “Although I 
accept expert advice that this is 
the biggest ever outbreak of its 


kind, there is every reason to avoid 
the sort of panic in Britain that 
has been seen in Germany and 
beyond. 

“All of the infections in Britain 
are among people who have eaten 
infected food in Germany before 
travelling back here. 

“Today's advice to wash your 
salad is good practice at any time 
and it is very important people 
aren’t scared off eating good 
Bedfordshire fruit and veg. 

“Fresh cucumbers are actually 
very good for your health, provid¬ 
ing a very good source of vitamins 
A, C, and folic acid. 

“I would encourage customers 
to look out for the Union Jack Flag 
to show the cucumbers are grown 
in the UK and the Red Tractor 


logo which means the veg was 
produced on a well-managed 
farm that has been independently 
inspected to achieve high stan¬ 
dards of food safety, hygiene and 
environmental protection.” 

Luton Borough Cllr Mohammed 
Ashraf said: “During the summer 
months, most of us tend to eat 
more fruit and vegetables. It is 
always important to remove 
germs or chemical deposits by 
washing all fruit and vegetables 
before eating. Peeling or cooking 
also helps. So please don’t risk a 
serious stomach upset which can 
even lead to death with nasty bugs 
like E.coli.”

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be vigilant over employment scams 


Jobseekers told to 

TRADING standards officers are warning 
the jobless to be on their guard after a 
sharp rise in illegal scams. 

Luton Borough Council’s team are 
investigating three different swindle 
operations where victims are being 
forced to hand over money for what they 
believe is either computer help, a loan or 
aid with finding a job. 

In all cases, what is promised is not 
delivered and victims, who usually are 
unemployed and so may be struggling 
financially, are left without the service 
they believed they were paying for. 

Stephen Dibble, leader of the consumer 
support team at the council, said: 
“Because of the economic situation at the 
moment, we have seen a rise in scams 


being reported both nationally and locally. 
At the moment, we have three investiga¬ 
tions ongoing into either scams that are 
operating in Luton or targeting people in 
Luton. 

“One is the computer access scam 
where you will get a phone call from 
someone saying they are from Microsoft 
or something similar and say they have 
received an error report and need to 
access your computer remotely and then 
you have to pay £80 or £90. 

“We have got one in Luton which uses 
an address which is completely false. 

“In other cases, people have been asked 
to pay £350 to get an advance on a loan 
and of course they never receive the 
loan. In another, the advance fee

£450 for what they think will be uniforms 
etc for a job and there is no job. 

“This is worrying as there are so many 
people who are unemployed who may 
fall victim to something like that. 

“There have been cases reported to us 
when in the computer scam they have 
been told if they don’t pay the money 
they will not give them access back to 
their computer. In effect they are black¬ 
mailing them. 

“The main thing we are telling people is 
to be more vigilant and never send 
money to a stranger.”

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Gun and knife crime shock 
as figures show one a day

GUN or knife crimes have been com¬ 
mitted in Luton at the rate of nearly one 
a day over the last six years, according to 
shocking statistics released this week. 

Weapons used in the 2,139 incidents in 
the town since April 2005 include 
machetes, bayonets, a machine gun, 
swords, daggers, electric stun guns, 
Stanley knives, meat cleavers, shotguns, 
rifles and semi-automatic handguns. 

The figures, released through a 
Freedom of Information request, show 
there have been 356 knife or gun crimes 
a year on average, mostly in connection 
with offences such as robbery, assault 
and threatening behaviour. 

Of the most serious offences, there have 
been nine murders using the weapons 
with one gun killing. There have been 28 
attempted murders, 16 of which involved 
guns. 

Other crimes which have used these 
types of weapons include robbery, actual 
bodily harm, threats to kill, criminal 
damage and possession of firearms with 
intent. 

Liberal Democrat Luton Cllr David 
Franks said: “One a day is quite shock¬ 
ing. People could just be carrying knives 
and I am not suggesting some knife and 
gun crime are less serious than others 
but it is worrying. 

“The initial thought would be that you

would expect there to be more crime of 
all kinds in Luton as it is by far the biggest 
town in the county.” 

Many instances resulted in either slight 
injuries or the weapons - which also 
included knives, single shot handguns, 
BB guns, razors, revolvers, air weapons, 
automatic handguns, sawn-off shotguns, 
kitchen knives, air pistols, flick knives 


and pen knives - were used as a threat. 
Dunstable has had 258 such crimes in 
the last six years, just 12 per cent of the 
Luton total, while Houghton Regis has 
had 110. 

In total, across the county 3,858 
incidents have occurred since 2005. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We have a 
unit that is specifically set up to deal with 
gun crime which is based within the 
Serious and Organised Crime Team, with 
part of its remit to prevent crimes involv¬ 
ing guns. 

“We do also try to work with young 
people via schools and youth offending 
programmes to ensure they understand 
the consequences of carrying weapons - 
particularly knives which are of course 
quite freely available in a domestic 
setting. 

“In the past, we have brought young 
people to meet members of the armed 
response units so they understand what 
can happen if they are reported carrying 
a real, imitation or BB gun, and how offi¬ 
cers are also trained to respond in an 
armed capacity to those reports of peo¬ 
ple carrying knives or other bladed 
weapons. 

“However, while of course these crimes 
are very serious, it’s also important to 
keep the level of knife and gun crime in 
Bedfordshire in proportion. 

“It is extremely rare for someone to be 
injured with a knife or gun, and injuries 
involving these weapons formed less 
than one percent of all the crimes that we 
record during any year.”

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Grenade not illegal so

Disabled forum the 
latest victim of axe

A FORUM which allows disabled 
people to discuss their concerns 
has been scrapped. 

Luton Borough Council’s 
Disability Advisory and Access 
Forum was axed in April at its last 
meeting, but as yet there is no 
plan to engage with it in the 
future. 

The 20-strong group advised the 
council to help to improve living, 
working and travel issues for the 
disabled in the town. 

In the forum agenda for April’s 


meeting it said there were plans 
to create a new ‘framework’ to 
incorporate its services, but there 
are no concrete plans as to how 
that would work. 

In January free transport pro¬ 
vided by the council to disabled 
over-50 s was cut by the council to 
save money. 

Mick Dillon, chief executive of 
Disability Resource Centre, based 
in Poynters Road, Dunstable, 
used to be chairman of the 
forum. 

He said: “The council needs a 
way for disabled people, their 
families, and carers to still be 
engaged with it so they can com¬ 
ment on issues. 


“In the current climate and 
when there are so many changes 
going on and local authorities’ 
social services face huge reform, 
there needs to be an opportunity 
for those concerns to be raised in 
a reasonable replacement to the 
forum.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
"We are working closely with key 
partners to develop a new 
approach to give more local resi¬ 
dents a voice, including those 
with disabilities, in line with the 
model discussed at the last meet¬ 
ing of the Disability and Access 
Forum, and we are aiming to 
have this in place later in the 
year.” 


LuDun factory’s contents going under the hammer 


ALL 250 items from a disabled 
workers factory which was closed 
recently are being sold off in an 
auction. 

The LuDun workshop in 
Liscombe Road, Dunstable, was 
shut down on May 25 by Central 
Bedfordshire Council in a bid to 
save £300,000 and all its 24 
employees lost their jobs. 

Even after it had been closed 
down, it had been hoped by 
some, including Luton North MP 
Kelvin Hopkins, the factory may 
still be saved. 


But on auction website www.i- 
bidder.com Central Bedfordshire 
Council will put all of the facto¬ 
ry’s contents up for sale starting 
on Tuesday, from the worktops 
and machinery, to the first aid 
box and Fire Exit signs. 

GMB senior organiser Warren 
Kenny said: “As I look at the 
machinery on auction from 
LuDun, which up until so 
recently was operated by skilled 
disabled workers, I can’t help 
blaming Central Beds for wast¬ 
ing the valuable contribution 


these workers made to our 
community.” 

Central Beds councillor Peter 
Hollick, a trustee of LuDun, was 
asked how much money the 
trustees were hoping to get from 
the auction. 

He said: “We are hoping to have 
enough to cover ongoing costs 
and to put forward into the kitty 
for the future benefit of disabled 
people. 

“There is a viewing at the 
LuDun building tomorrow 
between 9am-5pm.”

Help keep dogs safe 

SIR - As part of National 
Microchipping Month this month, 
the Microchipping Alliance is calling 
on the Government to introduce 
compulsory microchipping for all 
dogs in the UK. Microchipping is the 
most effective way of ensuring lost 


dogs are returned to their owners. 
However, of the 8.2 million pet dogs 
currently in the UK, more than a third 
remain unidentifiable. 

In 2010 local authorities took in 
more than 121,000 stray dogs. Dealing 
with these dogs cost an estimated 
£2.9 million of taxpayers’ money. 

If more dogs were microchipped, 
more could be returned to their own¬ 
ers and the cost to local authorities 
should be vastly reduced. Of those 
dogs taken in by local authorities last 
year, 6,404 were put to sleep. 
Compulsory microchipping would 
also mean fewer dogs lose their lives 
unnecessarily. 

We consider that the time is right for 
the Government to make permanent 
identification mandatory and urge 
ministers to recognise the importance 
of this issue.

Special school merger 
plans given go-ahead

FORMAL consultations are to 
begin after councillors agreed to 
merge three special schools in 
the Dunstable and Houghton 
Regis area. 

This would see Glenwood, 
Hillcrest and Weatherfield com¬ 
bining to create an Area Special 
School for south Central 
Bedfordshire operating across the 
existing three sites. 

Prior to the council's executive 
meeting on Tuesday, Weatherfield 
School announced its intention 
to apply for Academy status. 
Should Weatherfield be granted 
Academy status, the executive 
will consider proposals to pro¬ 
ceed with a merger of Glenwood 
and Hillcrest schools. 

The proposals centre on 


expanding Glenwood School and 
closing Hillcrest and Weatherfield 
schools. 

Glenwood already co-ordinates 
support for pupils in mainstream 
schools and is categorised as ‘out¬ 
standing’ by Ofsted. 

Statutory notices outlining the 
proposed changes for each school 
will be published next month, 
inviting responses over a six-week 
period. These will be fed back to 
executive councillors in August 
and if approved the new school 
would open at the latest in 
September 2012, and in April 
2012 if possible. 

Cllr Mark Versallion said: “Our 
over-riding concern is to meet the 
needs of children and young 
people, particularly those with 
complex needs. 

“The outcomes for these chil¬ 
dren are always likely to be better 


if they can go to school close to 
home and their families can 
remain involved. 

“We fully recognise that any 
proposed change is naturally 
worrying for those affected. 

“I hope that families and staff 
will be reassured by the success of 
Ivel Valley Area Special School 
which opened last September in 
the east of Central Bedfordshire. 

“We are keen to repeat the 
success here and to safeguard 
and strengthen special 
educational provision in the 
south of our area. 

“I would also reassure people 
that should the proposal go ahead 
we will do everything we can to 
make the change as smooth as 
possible for the children and their 
families and ensure there is no 
impact on the quality of education 
and provision.”

Get kids a jab to curb 
fatal measles threat

HEALTH experts are urging par¬ 
ents to get their children vacci¬ 
nated against measles as they are 
‘at risk of infection’. 

Many in Luton and Bedfordshire 
have not been fully vaccinated 
against the potentially fatal dis¬ 
ease, and this week the Health 
Protection Agency revealed there 
have been 334 confirmed cases 
between January and April in 
England and Wales, compared 
with 374 for the whole of 2010. 

Measles is a highly infectious 
and potentially dangerous illness, 
which causes a range of symp¬ 
toms including fever, coughing 
and red-brown spots on the skin. 
It can also lead to complications 
which can be very serious and 
even fatal. 


This year under-25s have been 
most affected, and Kelly O’Neill, 
head of immunisation at NHS 
Luton, said: “The most effective 
way of preventing measles is the 
Measles, Mumps and Rubella 
(MMR) vaccine. 

“However, many children across 
Bedfordshire and Luton have not 
been fully vaccinated against 
measles and are therefore at risk 
of infection. 

“The vaccine is very safe and 
effective and a course of two vac¬ 
cinations is required. All children 
should have received two vaccina¬ 
tions by the age of five years to be 
fully protected. 

“If you or your child has not 
been fully vaccinated then you 
should contact your GP surgery 
and arrange an appointment for 
vaccination.” 

Most cases have so far occurred 


in London and the South East, so 
while there has not been an 
increase in cases in the Luton area 
specifically, parents are being 
advised to make sure their chil¬ 
dren are vaccinated as a precau¬ 
tion. 

Dr Lilley, of Beds and Herts 
Health Protection Unit, said: 
“Although MMR vaccination 
uptake has improved over the last 
few years, we cannot stress 
enough that measles is serious. 

“Measles is still one of the top 
infectious disease killers of chil¬ 
dren worldwide and unless we 
improve vaccination levels and 
get children fully vaccinated we 
risk an outbreak of measles in this 
country and children may die as a 
consequence.”

Now rather than pursuing crim¬ 
inals the 55-year-old is chasing 
his dream of success in business 
after setting up his new private 
hire service - Shuttlecraft. 

The Ampthill family man 
simply says: “Driving is in my 
blood.”

police working as a ‘traffic man’ 
which is one of the best jobs in 
the force. 

“In that time, I had to escort 
VIPs including former Prime 
minsters Tony Blair and John 
Major and also Tina Turner when 
she visited Woburn and even Mr 
Blobby when he went to 
Bedford.” 

Mr Sapsford’s time as a ‘traffic 
man’ was sandwiched between 
a start in the police force in 
1977, which saw him driving the 
iconic panda patrol cars and a 
promotion in the 1990s where 
he served as a sergeant and 
inspector.

Mr Sapsford said that despite 
retiring months ago, he soon got 
itchy feet for a new venture. He 
added: “I didn’t start up to com¬ 
pete with other private hire firms 
for trips down the market or shops. 

“In the years leading up to 
retirement, I wanted to continue 
driving and I liked the idea of a 
middle ground with something 
that was better than private hire

“Prom nights, trips to 
Silverstone for the FI or Moto GP, 
airport transfers those kind of 
things. What we’re offering is 
executive travel for those who 
have to travel that bit further.”

“Well I have three decades 
worth of stories and some tales 
but I think our clients will be 
reassured that they’re going to 
be driven by a professional from 
the police for almost 15 years.”

I HEARD an economist on the 
radio this week saying that we 
do not have a God-given right to 
own our own home. 

While this is obviously true, it 
equally obviously misses entirely 
the point - something of a habit for 
economists. 

Since the Second World War the 
consistent drive of this country 
was one of progress and 
improvement. This was especially 
the case for ordinary working 
people. 

Whether it was health care, 
education, working conditions, 
pensions and retirement, home 
improvements or homes 
themselves, it was always onwards 
and upwards. 

It made no difference which party 
was in charge, as both 
Conservatives and Labour vied to 
improve the lot of the common 
man - and woman. 

Owning your own home, along 
with white goods, a car and 
taking a foreign holiday became a 
dream made real for most 
ordinary working folk. 

This improvement, and 
recognition that it helped stability, 
by showing that Liberal Democracy 
works for all, carried through until 
this decade. 

Even Margaret Thatcher 
recognised this and won over 
many working class voters with the 
policy of selling them their 
council houses. 

Symbolically, people could 
choose the colour of their front 
door. In perception, if not fact, we 
mainly saw ourselves as middle 
class and all our isms became

wasms. If not part of the property 
owning class we became a class 
that owned property. 

Now all of that looks like 
disappearing, which will have 
unpleasant consequences that 
could become dangerous. 

The economist was saying that a 
lot more people will spend their 
lives renting their home instead of 
buying it and that is just life so get 
on with it. 

But it breaks both the cycle of 
self-improvement and therefore of 
inclusion in the state. 

And it is not just about owning 
your own house. Pensions are 
generally going backwards for lots 
of people. 

The earnings related pension will 
soon be consigned to history. 
Education, especially university 
education, will be denied to a lot 
more people, as the cost is too 
great for the parents to bear and 
the debt too high for the students 
to risk. 

As for the NHS, it is difficult to 
see what the Government is up to 
but I doubt it is going to get better. 

We now have staycations to look 
forward to, rather than sunkissed 
beaches of foreign climes. 

And, of course, Governments and 
councils will no longer do all the 


things they used to as cuts bite 
and certain care services enter 
crisis. 

All of this has quite clear 
dangers, both to the economy and 
society. The regression of 
consumerism will hit our economy 
hard, in the property sector, the 
motor industry, the holiday 
market and in shops and 
supermarkets generally. 

More importantly, the stake 
people had in society, as they had 
a slice of the wealth, will become 
more fractured. 

And it’s not just a slice but an 
investment. People are less likely 
to rebel or go on strike if they have 
a mortgage to pay and a holiday 
to look forward to. Maybe we are 
feeling short term pain for long 
term gain but politicians - and 
economists - do not seem to be 
saying as much. 

Furthermore the opposition 
appear not to have much of a clue 
either. 

There has been an informal pact 
between the people and 
government that the people would 
behave if the government - of 
whatever stripe - fought to improve 
the lot of the common man. If that 
agreement is being quietly ditched, 
the reaction may not be pretty.

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Council to stick with 
three-tier education

THERE will be no change to 
schooling arrangements in 
Dunstable and Houghton Regis 
after a council considered chang¬ 
ing to a two-tier system. 

Central Bedfordshire Council's 
executive met on Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss how to raise education stan¬ 
dards across the two towns and it 
was decided to keep the current 
three-tier system which sees chil¬ 
dren go from primary to middle to 
upper schools. 


Schools will be encouraged to 
engage in hard federations, acade¬ 
my chains or trusts with partner¬ 
ships being developed across 
phases or throughout schools in 
the area. 

Cllr Mark Versallion, executive 
member for Children’s Services, 
said: “The executive decision 
means that the council is 
supporting and encouraging 
schools to work more closely 
together to ensure consistent 
education through the entire 
school journey in order to 
improve outcomes for pupils and 


students in Dunstable and 
Houghton Regis. 

“By working with headteachers 
and chairs of governors 
the review has responded to 
the changing picture of 
educational needs both locally 
and nationally while supporting 
the principle of locally driven 
solutions. 

“We now need to ensure that 
school provision meets local 
needs and plans for future growth 
and the option agreed by execu¬ 
tive provides the best chance for 
this to happen.”

THE BILLY FIDGET LETTERS - BY NICK BATTLE AND ERIC DELVE 

Hodder, £12.99 

WHILE sitting in the green room of Three Counties Radio I bumped 
into Nick Battle. 

Three Counties does not actually have a green room so we stood in 
reception drinking coffee. 

Nick, who hails from Hertfordshire, has been in the music business 
for 30 years but has recently branched out into writing novels. 

His latest novel, The Billy Fidget Letters, has been written in 
collaboration with Eric Delve, a vicar from Kent. 

I said I would happily read a copy, more out of politeness than gen¬ 
uine enthusiasm, as anything that might have a religious connotation 
is usually enough to put me off. 

But a promise is a promise, so while on holiday, overlooking the 
Cote D’Azur, I sat one afternoon by the pool, shaded by lemon trees 
and began at the beginning. 

Six hours later I had finished the book which had been an absorbing 
read. It is a series of letters mainly between the feckless, fornicating, 
eponymous Billy and God. 

Billy is in trouble after being caught in the back of a car with a gang¬ 
ster’s moll which is the latest in a long line of self inflicted disasters. 

As a last resort he seeks help from God, by writing to him. The whole 
book is an exchange of letters, with God, frankly, playing a little hardball. 

Nonetheless it is wittily written, does not preach and, in a relatively 
slim volume, has plenty of twists and turns, some more believable 
than others. I thoroughly enjoyed it and it is well worth a read. 

If God did exist and he was like he was portrayed in the Billy Fidget 
Letters, I would buy him a pint.

GARY Brabin has batted away more rumours about 
players linked in and out of Luton Town. 

Earlier this week the manager said his number one 
priority was to speak with his out of contract stars 
before he dipped his toe in the transfer market. 

Though he said that is still the case he insisted it 
would be foolish not to keep tabs on the movers and 
shakers this summer.

Reports out of Brabin’s old club Southport have sug¬ 
gested that Town are interested in 21-year-old mid¬ 
fielder John Paul Kissock, but Brabin denied it was 


the case and suggested that players are being linked 
with him due to previous connections. 

“Whatever has been written about Kissock it has 
not come through me,” he said. 

“He is someone I know and he was at Everton as a 
young kid but whoever is coming up with these 
things is putting two and two together and coming 
up with five. 

“People always have opinions but it seems that all 
the names that I’m linked with at the moment are 
people from my past. 

“When there are free agents and players looking for 
other clubs then that is going to happen.” 

Key to Hatters fans would be other clubs’ interest in 
Brabin's players and speculation has again emerged 
regarding Keith Keane as a target of Charlton. 

It is a link that was whispered last summer but this 
year some rumours have suggested that the Addicks 
are interested in both Keane and Jake Howells.

BEDFORDSHIRE need to beat Herefordshire 
by a mammoth margin at Eastnor today 
to go through to the quarter finals of the 
MCCA Trophy.

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Earl: Boxing’s like a

BOXING 

“I’M BUZZING” - that was the reaction of Graham Earl after 
a rematch of his epic 2007 fight against Australian Michael 
Katsidis moved a step closer to becoming a reality with the 
pair agreeing verbal terms. 

Last week, the Lutonian former WBU lightweight 
champion announced he was to come out of retirement for 
the fight which he has spent four years chasing. 

Contracts on the clash are expected to be exchanged in 
the next few days for the duo to do battle Down Under in 
Queensland, in August, in either the Clive Berghofer 
Stadium in Katsidis home town of Toowoomba, the 
Brisbane Entertainment Centre or the Gold Coast 
Convention Centre. 

Their first encounter at London’s Wembley Arena for the 
WBO interim lightweight title was widely regarded as the 
fight of the year and both men were floored in an all-action 
bout which Katsidis won on a fifth-round stoppage. 

Earl said: “I’m buzzing and I’ve got a big smile on my face. I 
can’t wait to get back into the old routine.” 

The former British and Commonwealth champion, 
nicknamed the Duke, last fought in a points win over Karl 
Taylor two years ago before announcing the end of his 
boxing career. 

Asked about why he wanted to make a return, the 
32-year-old said: “I’m doing this for no-one else but myself. 

“I’m not doing it for my fans or for money. I need it 
because it is like a drug and I need my fix. 

“I want revenge and I want to prove a lot of armchair 
boxing pundits wrong because I’ve never been given the 
recognition I deserve. But the main thing is I’ve wanted 
another crack at Katsidis for four years. 

“I’m going to train really hard and give it 100 per cent so 
I’ve got no excuses. If I get beaten it will be because he is 
the better man, but I intend to step off that plane 
afterwards with a big smile on my face.” 

Katsidis said: “Graham is one tough man, it will definitely 
be a war and I love a war. When we met in 2007, we 
exchanged a lot of punches. He went down, I went down. It 
will be on again. I will have to be in my best shape for this 
battle. From the day we embraced each other and agreed 
for a rematch, he chased me and now I will honour my 
commitment to Graham Earl and give him the rematch he 
has been seeking.”
